THE MUNICIPAL GOUBX BILL AND 
THE BOOK COUNT? DELEGATES. 
To the Editor. 
O ar attention having been callid to 
several articles recently published In the 
Gazette and other papers in this county, 
from correspondents, relative to the pass­ 
age of a law creating a Municipal Court 


I or Reek County, at the late sersion of the 
jeglslatnre, in which oar action bas been 
somewhat criticised relative thereto, we 
wish to claim your Indulgence for a short 
space in your columns to present to our 
constituents a true and unvarnished state­ 
ment of the ftc's as we understand them, 
so that they can judge whether we acted 
wisely or not in trying to force the pt9sage 
of a bill, "crude and imperfect,” and estab­ 
lishing a “ Court entirely different from 
that ask*} for by lbs of Board of Super vis- 
ort” 
At a meeting of the County Board held 
last January the following resolution was 
introduced and adopted: 
Resolved. “That we the members of the 
County Board of Rock County, request 
our members of the Legislature to use 
their best endeavors to establish a Munlct 
pal Court in the city of Janesville aud Rock 
C aunty, similar that of Madison and Dane 
County.” 
We understand that in accordance with 
the above resolution the County Clerk 
drafted or copied from the Revised Stat­ 
utes, 
nearly verbatim, the law under 
which the Municipal Court for Madison 
a n i Dane County was organized. This was

introduce it* It was rea I twice by its 
title and ordered printed, and on motion 
referred to the Rock county delegation tor 
perfection and recommendation. 
A9 soon 
as printed, copies were ecnt 
Immed­ 
iately to different papers and individuals 
throughout the county, in order that the 
people and tax payers interested, might 
canvass its merits, and if not satisfactory 
to them, they might Inform our members, 
so that they might act understandingly in 
the matter, and not impose upon the citi­ 
zens of Rock county a court they did no1 
want. 
While this bill wa9 in the hands cl 
the Committee, as abo 70 stated, and betorn 
further 
action 
was 
taken, 
it 
was 
ascertained 
that 
in 
some particulars the bill was not satlsfac 
tory id some ot its provisions, and would 
meet with decided opposition if pressed to 
its passage and become a law , and learn­ 
ing that a committee bad been appointed 
ie draft a bill, the delegation held the mat­ 
ter in abeyance until the reception of the 
new hill. On receiving it we found that 
it differed in many important features from 
the original bill introduced, aud in con­ 
solation we did not feel justified in report 
log it as a substitute. Some time atter, one 
of the leading lawyers of Janesville being 
then in Madison, suggested that the com­ 
mittee who drafted the bill could so amend 
it 
as 
to 
remove 
the 
objections 
we had to It. The bill wa9 so amended by 
that committee aud returned to us. Shortly 
a f er wa rds there being several representa • 
live citizens of Rock county present, then 
in Madison, a meeting was had with them 
by the delegation aud the substitute bill 
was read and caretully 
considered 
in 
all of its details, and it was the unanimous 
opinion of all present that it would not be 
advisable to introduce this new bill as a 
substitute in place of the original. 
The 
next day upon consultation with these 
citizens informally, they expressed them­ 
selves strongly in fay or cf passing some 
bill, giving the county the relief sought 
for. 
Acting upon their a I vice we con­ 
cluded 
to 
amend 
the 
original 
bill removing the objections raised against 
it, and report the same as amended at the 
earliest opportunity. This was according­ 
ly done, and the bill passed under the 
suspension of the rules. It was immedi­ 
ately messaged into the Senate. 
When 
the bill came up there for concurrence, it 
was, on motion of the Senator from Rock, 
retered to a select committee of one con­ 
sisting of himself. la due time that com­ 
mittee reported it back to the Senate with 
the recommendation that it be indefinitely 
postponed, which was done, and the bill 
failed to become a law. 
The foregoing we claim to be a true and

into n discussion ot the merits of the bill— 
we simply content ourselves in making the 
statement that in introducing and securing 
the passage ot the aame through the As­ 
sembly, we carried out the request of the 
Board, and the wishes of a large portion of 
our constituency as expressed in the reso­ 
lution as above quoted, a n i upon us does 
not rest the responsibility of the failure of 
its passage. 
We are frank to admit, that the bill did 
not suit us in all particulars, and had some, 
perhaps, objectionable features, but, taking 
into consideration the fact, that the bill, 
copied as it was from the Dane county 
law, where it had been in operation some 
six or seven years, and from diligent en­ 
quiry and investigation we found that it 
gave general satLtaction, a n i acknowl­

some six or eight thousand dollars per 
annum, !o court expenses alone, 
we 


thought the same bill passed by us through 
the Assembly, was not so "crude or Im­ 
perfect” but that it woald la the same 
manner be a means of curtailing the court 
expenses of this county in nearly the same 
proportion.

Owe o f General Jackson's Ben, Who 
Lives to the Blpe Old Age of IOO 
Tears. 
Just beyond the Moosic mountains, a 
few miles northeast of .Scranton, Pa., in 
the primitive village of Baiem, .here lives 
a centenarian, whose history rtaJs like a 
page plucked from one ot the Leather- 
stocking romances. Abraham Johnson is 
Dow 106 years old—hale, hearty, unim­ 
paired in intellect, and gifted with a re­ 
markable memory. 
His family record 
■hows that he was born in the state ot Ver­ 
mont, early in the year 1773, rear Lake 
Champlain. His father was a revolution­ 
ary soldier, and w *» killed at me bailie of 
Stillwater, a short time before 
General 
Burgoyne^ surrender, October 13, 1777. 
Abraham Johnson we* captain of a com­ 
pany of Oneida indians in 1815, when un­ 
der General Macomb, who command! I at 
Plattsburg during the absence of General 
izird. He refers with great pride to the 
battle of Plattsburg, and shows two wounas 
Which he received on that occasion. One 
Of them is a bayonet thrust briow the koee, 
the other a sword t ll on the n: ck. He 
says that a1, it he w: 
struck down by a 
gigantic “red coat” another thrust a bayo­ 
net through bls leg to r ;er in it he was 
dead. He says he bore tho punishment 
rather than suffer the indignity of bemg 
taken prisoner, and wr* accordingly Jell 
for dead. The Indians carried their bleed­ 
ing and battle-scarred commander to their 
Tillage, where he was nursed and cared tor 
by Oneida, the beautiful daughter ut an 
Indian chief, whose gentle care restored 
him to health and strength. But while 
•he healed his 
wounds, she 
inflicted 
one 
still 
deeper 
on 
the 
war­ 
rior’s 
heart, 
and 
he 
fell des­ 
perately in love witn her. She eventually 
returned his affection, and they were mar­ 
ried atter peace had been restored between 
the United States and Great Britain. TDey 
made their home in Sussex county, N. J , 
where the dark eyed daughter of the forest 
taught her soldier husband how to earn a 
living by basket making. A daughter was 
born to them, and they named her Martha. 
She is at present known el Mrs. Ellsworth, 
and live* in 
Lackawanna county. As 
years went by, Abraham Johnson’s Indian 
wile began to pine for her old home aud 
rude s social ions of her childhood. She 
grr dually failed in health and fiuaiiy, in 
response to her repeated longings tor Le 
people, her husband carried ber back lo 
tha 
Oneidas, 
where 
the 
oiei 
and 
re* 
burled 
r* 
beearn. 
the 
dai ph*er 
of 
the 
In­ 
dian chief. Little Martha found -a home 
and shelter lur a time with an uncle in 
8uf*eX county, but when sue grew up she 
Joined the Oneida Indian.-, and lived among 
hor mothers kindred; where she married 
a man by the unromantic name of Brow.. 
After his death she married Ellsworth 
her present husband, and returned t» 
civilization. She ** m pioud of her prince 
ly ancestors fs it they bore the name ot 
Planugenet. Suet; the death cf his In 
dian wile Abraham Johnson has remained 
•ingle. He still talks of General Jackson 
Withgrwat unction, and declares he will 
vote tor General Jackin to the day of Lie 
death. Although entitl*. I to a pension, he 
docs not receive a peony, and is permitted 
to remain a charge on Salem Township.

A lease of the grounds running as 
long a9 the banding shall be used as a 
creamery or cheese factory and two years 
thereafter, (with the privilege of removing 
the buildings when the land is surrendered) 
was secured April lCih, 1880; aod ten 
years’ rent paid and receipts on the same 
lo advance; a competent cheese maker is 
employed, and on the ground, and Prov­ 
idence permitting, the factory will open 
for the season, Monday, May 3.1880. 
The past two years’ experience having 
been disastrous to the patrons and dis­ 
couraging to all concerned, (requiring one- 
third of the cheese to pay for the making) 
the factory will run for the season 1880. 
making the cheese for one-sixth of the 
pre duct, or for one and a half cents per 
pound, at the option of the patron at com­ 
mencement. 
These unprecedented terms are made 
for the purpose of maintaining, it possible, 
a factory in Milton, that shall be remun­ 
erative to its patrons, and a general bene - 
fit to the community.
